24 instrumental role in the building of the Macomb 911 center;

26 initiated the Al Sears Annual Festival in 2002; he has worked

27 tirelessly for the Special Olympics, the Macomb Heritage

28 Days, and the Macomb Balloon Rally; in addition, he has
